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SEED GRAIN SURETIES. 

At the last session ef parliament an 
abt was passed allowing the minister 
of interior tc release sureties on seed 
grain bonds on such coudilios as would 
not injure the security held by the gcv- 
ernment for payment for the grain. 
An order-in-council was passed on 
December 22nd setting forth the con- 
ditions upon which sureties woulda be 
released as follows; 

An order-in-ccuncil has issued 
granting authority to the minister of 
the interior to excute release of sure- 
ties upon any .bond or bonds for seed 
erain: i 

First—In which the primary debtor 
has already secured a patent for his 
land) andi a bond from which the sure- 
ties are to be discharged is either 
the only encumberance against such 
land, or, where there are other en- 
rumberances affecting the land, seed 
bond taxes have priority of all other 
of such encumberances except such of 
them cnly as may be in favor of the 


crown. TER 
Second—In which aithough letters 
patent have not yet issued for 


the land oz the primary debtor, he has 
applied for and established his right 
under provisions in that behalf con- 
tained in the Dominion lands aet and 
its amendments, to a certificate of 
recommendation for a patent, and in 
which the bond from whick the sure- 
ties are to be discharged is either the 
only encumberance against such Jand, 
or where there are other encumbr- 
ances affecting the land, such bond 
takes priority of all other or such en- 
cumbrances except such of them 
only as may be in favor of the crown. 
Third—in any other case in which, 
though letters patents for the' land 
which is held by primary debtor as 
homestead have rot been applied for, 
it is shown to the satisfaction of 
the minister of the imiericr that 
such} land» is a liable bond, from which 
the sureties thereto desire to be re- 
leased and discharged, and is, in the 
opinion of the said minister, sufficient

It 
says: “The horses of the i4th and 
66th batteries had been killed, and 
Lieut. Roberts, Capt. Schofield, and 
Capt. Congreve, of the Rifles, attempt- 
ed with gunner volunteers to drag 
out the guns. Captain Schofield 
succeeded, helped by a corporal 
and sume men. Lieutenant 
Roberts was hit badly by a shell. Capt. 
Congreve was struck repeatedly and 
wounded slightly. After a while Capt. 
Cougreve, Captain Foster and 
Major Baptie brought Lieut. Roberts 
from the open into a little ravine, 
where he lay hidden from the enemy’s 
terrible fire. 

The Lisbon correspondent of the 
London Daily Mail, discussing the Boer 
importation of food, munitions of war 
and recruits by way of the Portuguese 
vort of Lorenzo Marques, says: “Por- 
tugal is undoubtedly doing her utmost 
to check the transit of war material 
for the Boers through Delagoa Bay, 
alihough Great Britain would do well 
td make a demand fer greater watch- 
fulness. Portugal, however, is in con- 
stant terror of a Boer raid on her Afri- 
can possessions, and canot stop the 
passage of volunteers for the Trans- 
vaal.” 

Engalnd’s policy concerning the 
Transvaal war was announced in Glas- 
gow. in| ‘a recent speech by Gerald Bal- 
four, secretary of state for Ireland, 
who said: “The British government 
and people will not move a hair’s 
breadth from their resolve to carry 
the wax ‘to a successful conclusion.

THE CONTINGENT. 

The x:ounted division of three squad- 
rous, totaling 531 men of all ranks, 
with 536 horses, will have as its nuclei 
the Northwest mounted police and 
Royal Canadian dragoons. One squad- 
rom and a half will be enrolled in ihe 


Northwest Territories and Manitoba, 
from the mounted police, ex-members 
of the force, and other volunteers 
qualified, for service by reason of their 
superior horsemanship, markmanship 
and general proficiency in the duties 
of scouting. The other squadron and 
a half will consist of Royal Canadian 
dragoons, and volunteers from the 
militia cavalry of the country, and 
other qualified persons. The west- 
era section of the force wi)! be recruit- 
ed at the several mounted police posts 
and in Winnipeg, 


The artillery section of three field 
batteries composing a brigade division, 
will have as its nucleus: A and B bat- 
teries,C battery of the contingent will 
‘be enrolled at Kingston from the regu- 
lars of A battery and volunteers from 
other batteries in western Ontario and 
British Columbia, D battery will be 
formed at Ottawa from regulars of A 
battery and volunteers from the mil- 
itia hatteries. E battery will-be rais- 

ed at Quebec. It will consist of the 
regulars of B battery and volunteers 
from the field artillery corps of Quebec 
‘and the Maritime provinces. 


Each battery ‘will consist of six guns, 
eleven wagons, five officers and 166 
non-coms. and men, and 29 riding and 
162 draft horses, a total of 171 of all 
ranks with 131 horses. 


A brigade division of artillery is 
taade up of three batteries. It has 19 
officers, 511 non-coms. and men, 95 
riding and 314 draft horses; eighteen 
twelve-pounders guns, eighteen am- 
munition wagons, -une army service 
wagon for baggage and suppiies, 
three forage wagons, three slure wag- 
ons, ce maltese cart for medical 
eqiupment, and three forge wagons. 

Taking the artillery of the second 
contingent simply as three batteries 
would give 513 officers and men and 
393 horses. These, with the 531 offi- 
cers and mexu and 536 horses, would 
make a total for the contingent of 
‘abeut 1,050 of all ranks and 1,130.
